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| BAD PRECEDENT" 


Mayor - Elect Opposes 
Change During Term. 


Courtland Winn Declares He 
‘Would Be Obliged to Dis- 
approve Measure, if Brought 
Before Him, When He Be- 


comes Mayor. 


As an unwise step and one which 
would set a bad precedent, Mayor-elect 
Courtland S. Winn yesterday termed 
the recent measure passed by the coun- 
cil to increase the salaries of the mayor 
and the city attorney during their term 
in office, declaring that he would dis+ 
approve it should such a paper come 
before him while mayor. 

“If such A measure,” declared Mr. 
Winn yesteraay, “should be brought be. 
fore me while 1 was occupying the of- 
fice of mayor I should be forced to ex- 
press my disapproval of it, te 
lieve that to increase the salary of an 
official during his term of office is an 
act in contravention of and in violation 
of the city charter. 

“1 dislike to deal in futurities,” said 
Mr. Winn, “but I have made such a 
statement to a few of my friends. The 
charter expressiy states that the sal- 
ary of no official shall be increased 
during that official's term of office. I 
do not think that there can be any 
question gbout that. 

“It strikes me as extremely unwise 
to t@ke this step—that jis, to increase 
salaries during a term of. office. It is 
establishing a bad precedent. If coun- 
cil care sto make a raise in salary and 
have that raise take effect at the end 
of a term, that Is ali rignt. But I 
disagree with them as to the advisabil- 
ity of having the increase take effect 
during a term.” 

The increase in the salary apper- 
taining to the office of city attorney 
was neither sought nor favored by J. 
lL. Mayson, the present occupant of 
this office. 

“So far as what was done applies 
to the position of city attorney,” said 
Mr. Mayson. “it was suggested and 
carried forward without any effort or 
ev@€n suggestion on my part.

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TERRELL TO WIN. eae 
OF EDUCATIONAL SENATOR 


By John Carrigan Jr. 

Washington, December 23.—(Specia!.) 
United States Senator Joseph M. Ter- 
rell, who as governor of Georgia won 
the soubriquet “the educational g0v- 
ernor,” bids fair to merit the title the 
educational senator, if the interest he 
has shown in the cause of education 
during his first two weeks of service 
continues and bears fruit. 

One of the first acts of Mr. Terrell 
on reaching Washington was to 100K 
about for some legal and practical 
way by which the federal government 
could be brought to aid the states in 
the cause of education. 

Upon the calendar of the senate he 
found a bill favorably reported from 
the committee on agriculture by ths 
late Senator Dolliver, of Iowa. Mr. 
Terrell immedmMtely secured a_ suffi- 
cient number of copies of the bill to 
supply the trustees of the various dis- 
trict agricultural schools in Georgia, 
and has mailed them out with a re- 
quest to the trustees to give him their 
Opinion of the measure and suggest 
such changes as should be made. 

Matter to Be Pressed for a Vote. 

In co-operation with the senators 
from Alabama, Nebraska, Minnesota 
and the other states which have ap- 
_proved the principle of extending agri- 
cultural and industrial education from 
State colleges into high schools and 
secondary schools, he will seek in 
every way possible to press the matter 
to a vote. 

The first. speech Senator Terrell 
makes in the senate will undoubtedly 
be upon this measure for the extension 
of education, the kind of education 
needed by 85 per cent of the boys and 
girls of the state ang the nation. He 
believes that this is a measure which 
touches all the people; that education 
is the great vital need of the southern 
boys and girls, and that instruction in 
agriculture, home economics and me- 
chanic arts will solve a great many 
present-day problems. 

Training to be given in primary 
schools, secondary or high schools, col- 
leges and extension schools, As the pur- 
pose of the Dolliver bill. 

In speaking of the measure, Mr. 
rell said: 

“We owe it to the boys and girls to 
give them the very best education we 
can, and everybody agrees that the 
kind of education they most need is 
the kind that will equip them for th; 
work they will have to do in life. The 
agricultural schools in Georgia have 
demonstrated that the boys and giris 
can’ be trained for country life, and 
that they actually go back to the coun- 
try. This bill means making more effi- 
cient and better satisfied the country’s 
big industrial army, and it seems to 
me is more important than to spend 
money for battleships or anything olse. 

“For what we now spend each year 
for one ‘battleship, that next year may 
be useless scrap iron, we could inau- 
@urate this new system of federal aid 
to schools and reap the benefits for 
centuries to come.” 

Provisions of the Bill. 

The bill, which is being advocated by 

Senator Terrell, and which he will seek

to have passed after keging amended in 
such form as he deems desirable, 1s 
known as the Dolliver bill, and is on 
the senate calendar as No. 856. It 
provides for the payment of certain 
moneys out of the federal treasury to 
Various ‘state and territorial govern- 
ments to be spent under state super- 
vision for the purposes specified in the 
bill. 

The sum of $5,000,000 annually 1S 
proposed to be divided among the 
states according to the population ot 
the 1910 census, to be used for tne 
maintenance of instruction in trades 
and industries, home economics and 
agriculture in public schools of sec- 
endary grade, 

For state district agricultural schools 
of secondary grade, $4,000,000 a year, 
to be allotted in proportion to the num- 
ber of persons engaged in agricultural 
pursuits as shown by the 1910 census. 

For branch agricultural experiment 
stations, to be located at agricultural 
high schools, to be administered aSs 
part of the state experiment station, 
$1,000,000 annually, to be allotted in 
proportion to the number of persons 
engaged in agriculture. It is set down 
that no state shall participate in the 
distribution of this fund until the state 
legislature shall have provided for 
branch experimént stations and for 
the maintenance of each a sum at least 
equal to that allotted annually to each 
state, and the money from the national 
treasury shall be applied only to pay- 
ing the actual necessary expenses of 
conducting such experiments as bear 
directly on the agricultural industry of 
the country. 

College Extension Work. 

For the extension of the work being 
done by colleges established under the 
provision of the Morrill act of 1862 to 
give instruction in agriculture and me- 
chanic arts, it is provided that their 
benefits shall be brought to those not 
resident at the college, but who would 
be benefited by instruction and demon- 
stration in agriculture, trades and in- 
dustries, home economics and rural af- 
fairs. For this purpose the bill carries 
$500,000 the first year, $10,000 of which 
is to go to each state and $20,000 to 
the office of experiment station of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. For each subsequent year $200.- 
000 more than was appropriated the 
year before until $1,000,000 additional 
annually is provided, is the Sum SsUgs- 
gested for carrying into effect this 
provision. Each state is expected to 
provide and maintain an extension de- | 
partment in each state college of agri- 
culture. 

For normal schools $1,000,000 annu- 
ally is carried in the bill. 

For other departments of the gov- 
ernment for aid and co-operation in 
carrying into effect the provisions of 
the bili, the following appropriations 
are made: Secretary of the interior, 
$30,000; secretary of agriculture, $20,- 
000: secretary of commerce and labor, 
$20,000. 

Section 10 of the bill provides thar 
in districting the state not more than 
15 nor less than 5 counties shall be in 
a school district, 

Provisions is made for giving in- 
struction to older students already en- 
gaged in agriculture, home economics 
and trade; for night school work and

Washington, December 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Champ Clark’s statement that 
he does not care to exercise the power 
of appointing the committees in the 
next hcuse means that the real leader 
will be on the floor and not in the 
speaker's chair, and that the reins will 
fall to Oscar Underwood of Alabama. 

Mr. Underwood represents the Bir- 
mingham district and is regarded as 
one of.the ablest and safest democrats 
in congress. He is now second to 
Champ clark on the ways and means 
committee, and in the next congress 
will be chairman of that important 
commiuctee, succeeding Sereno Payne. 
In that event any tariff bill presented 
to t..c house will bear his name. 


A number of democrats are smiling 


at Mr. Clark's recent statement that 
he “does 1.0t care a snap of his fingers 
for naming the house committees.” 
This privilege and the power exercised 
as the dominant member of the rules 
committee made Speaker Cannon the 
czar of the house. Without this privi- 
lege the speaker is a mere parliamen- 
tary presiding officer,, with no ‘au- 
thority to work his will. 
Cl: -k Vields at Last Moment. 

Mr. Clark waiteq un‘. the last mo- 
ment to announce his decision, hoping 
that something might change the 
sentiment of the democrats and permit 
them to leave some power inherent in 
the office of speaker. When he saw 
that the minds of members were made 
up, feeling they could not consistently

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ENGINEERS’ STRIKE (ACT 
SEEMS. IMMINENT 


Wage Dispute Situation Be- 


comes Critical—Sudden 
Break Expected. 


Chicago, December 23.—The wage 
dispute situation between the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers and 
the sixty-one railroafis west, north 
anu south of Chicago, today became 
critical, and it was admitted in all 
quarters that a sudden break in ne- 
gotiations would not be entirely un- 
expected. None of the parties to the 
controversy—the board of railway 
managers, Grand Chief Warren 5S. 
Stone, of the Brotherhood, or mediator 
Charles P. Neill—would say anything 
today touching on the situation. 

Elsewhere, it wag learned, however, 
that despite the fact that only a trif- 
ling percentage of the present wage 
schedule separated them, each side saw 
in the efforts of the other matters of 
grave import which overshadowed the 
mere dollars and cents involved, and 
hence each was unwilling to come 
further. It was learned that both sides 
had advanced closer to a compromise 
than they were when Mediator Neill 
was called in. 

Then, the engineers were asking an 
approximate increase in wages of 15 
per cent, and the railroads were of- 
fering approximately 9% per cent. It 
was unofficially admitted today that 
this difference had been cut more than 
in half. However, the suggestion of 
the railroads that the whole matter 
go to arbitration under the Erdman 
act stirred up new trouble it was 
said. 

The engineers were said today to be 
willing for arbitration, but only on the 
existing differences. Here the matter 
stands, with likelihood. according to 
unquestionable authority of a break 
in any direction at any time.

Aaron Gratton Won’t Go to 
Prison if Money Can 


Save Him. 


Los, Angeles, Cal., December 23.— 
Because, at the risk of his own life, 
he saved the life of a drowning boy, 
almost a half century ago, and day 
and night for months nursed another 
in the last stages of a dreaded disease, 
Aaron Gratton, a negro and ex-slave, 
convicted of the murder of John Al- 
len, another negro, will not go to the 
penitentiary, if money and legal talent 
can save him. 

The first episode occurred in Ar- 
kansas during the civil war. The boy 
whose life Gratton then saved, was 
the son of a geuesral in the union 
army and now a wealthy citizen of 
Los Angeles. He is providing a portion 


of the fund for his savior’s defense, 


and the remainder is being supplied 
by the brother of the youth so faith- 
fully nursed, also a well-to-do resi- 
dent of this city. 

A motion for a new trial for Grat- 
ton was argued today before Superior 
Court Judge Davis. The man whom 
Gratton killed is said to have been in 
bad repute, and Gratton’s plea was 
that he shot in self-defense. He was 
convicted of murder and sentenced 
to ten years in the penitentiary. The 
attorneys have received instructions 
from Gratton’s benefactors to appeal 
to the higher courts, in case the ap- 
plication for a new trial is denied. 
The names of the patrons of the negro 
were withheld at their request.

M’NAUGHTON HEARING 
IS AGAIN POSTPONED 


Third Continuance Made at the 
Request of Counsel for 
the State. 


Swainsboro, Ga., December 23.—. 
(Special.)—-The hearing of the motion 
for a new trial in the McNaughton 
case, which was set for today, was a 
third time postponed. The first post- 
ponement was due to the fact that the 
brief could not be prepared in time 
for attorneys for the defendant to pre- 
pare their amended motions. The sec- 
ond postponement was due to the fact 
that Reuben Arnold, who is leading 
counsel for the state, could not be 
present on account of an engagement 
in the supreme court; the third con- 
tinuance was made at the request of 
counsel for the state.

The amended motion has a dozen or 
more grounds in it, but especial stress 
is laid on the fact that two of the 
jurors who sat upon this case made 
remarks before the trial that Mc- 
Naughton was guilty and ought to be 
hanged. This ground is supported by 
affidavits. The brief of evidence con- 
sists of 170 typewritten pages, and is 
composed largely of the scientific 
evidence of the chemist and doctors. 

Dr. McNaughton is still in jail in 
Chatham county, while Mrs. Flanders, 
who is jointly indicted with him fer 
the murder of Fred Flanders, ner 
husband, is out under a $2,000 bond. 

While the sentiment in this county 
is still quite strong against Mc- 
Naughton, still he has a good many 
more friends here than he had right 
after his arrest.

fertilizer. By actual estimates the to- 
tal value of the product of the forty- 
five acres was $2,708. 

Beginning next term thirty acree ad- 
ditional will be put into cultivation, 
and the expectation is that the pro- 
ceeds of the crops of t..e entire seventy - 
live acres, with that of the live-stock, 
will be $5,000.

Mayor-elect Winn and City Attorney Mayson, in statements 
published elsewhere, set forth their attitude in the current con- 
troversy over salary increases for certain city officials with un- 
mistakable clearness. q | 

They both announce that the action of council in moving for 
a charter amendment to increase the compensation of mayor and 
city attorney during ‘the second year of their terms in office was 
taken absolutely without suggestion from either one of them. 

They agree with The Constitution in the danger of such a 
precedent and the wisdom of avoiding its establishment. 

Mr. Winn goes even further and states that if such legislation 
is advanced by council during his incumbency he will veto it. He 
holds that the city charter provision that prohibits the increasing 
of salaries of officials alreafly. in office is a wise safeguard for 
clean and efficient government and that it must be preserved at 
all hazards. 

Neither the mayor-elect nor the city attorney question the 
merits, per se, of the increases. * They hold that, under all condi- 
‘tions, men serving the city in responsible capacities should be ade- 
quately compensated. 

What they oppose is the method by which the increases are 
sought to be effected. Whatever increases are to be allowed should 
not apply, they contend, until after the expiration of the term of 
the incumbent and proposed beneficiary. 

So fundamental is the wisdom of the charter provision that 
its spirit should be enforced whether or not written in the munici- 
pality’s organic law. 

It is to be hoped that the position taken by both Messrs. Winn 
and Mayson will induce council to rescind its action. If it should 
not do so, Fulton’s representatives in the legislature should by all 
means oppose the attempt to abrogate, even in this instance, this 
feature of the city charter. 

The course taken by Messrs. Winn and Mayson is no more 
than was to have been expected from them. Atlanta has never had 
an abler nor a more faithful city attorney than Jim Mayson, who 
has splendidly measured up to the most exacting requirements of

Society owes justice to the pistol-toter and his first cousin—the 

murderer; but it owes also a duty to that vast law-abiding majority 
that suffers, and is always likely to suffer from the violence of the 
increasing clan of law-breakers. | eae. 
! If public sentiment will support every superior court judge in 
Georgia in withdrawing the alternative of a fine in pistol-toting; and 
if it will; additionally, démand a proper reformation of laws from 
the general assembly, that society may go into court more on an 
equal plane with the murderer, Georgia will prove a model in law 
enforcement for.the remainder of the country.

Sylvester Marlow and Boss

Brown House, Macon, Ga., December 
23.—(Special.)——Upon incidents related 
to Coroner T. E. Young and a jury to- 
day Willie Smith, 12-year-old son of 
Mrs. Daisy Smith, who shot and Killed 
Andrew Amason last night at the store 
of Mrs. Smith, on the Houston road- 
adjacent to the farm of J. F. Heard, 
when the man was making improper 
advances to the young boy’s mother, 
was completely exonerated and re- 
leased from custody. 

His statements and thdse of his 
mother to the jury on the investiga- 
tion were considered reasonable, and 
were believed.

The husband and father, J. F. Smith, 
was away at Perry, and the mother 
and son declared they had no time to 
call in help to take the man away De- 
fore he had to be Killed. He had left

NOTABLE VICTORY 


“Padlock Bill” Passed by 
Vote of 108 to 20. 


Premier’s Victory Obtained 
After Bitter Fight Involving 
Not Only the Opposition in 
Spain, but That of the Vat- 


ican. 


Madrid, December 23.—After a 
stormy all-night session the chamber 
6f deputies today passed the govern- 


20. 

This is a notable victory for Premier 
Canalejas, obtained after a bitter fight 
involving, not only the opposition in 
Spain, but of the vatican, whose seal 
of disapproval was set upon the legis- 
lation even before it had been sub- 
mitted to the cortes. 

As originally drawn the bill pro- 
hibited thé@’creation of further religious 
establishments in the country until 
the revision of the concordat had been 
completed or definite laws on the sub- 
ject passed. 

In the senate the government ac- 
cepted the amendment of Baron Sacre 
Liric limiting the period of interdic- 
tion against new congregations to two 
years. 

The senate passed the measure on No. 
vember 4, the vote being 149 to 58. 
The majority in the upper chcember 
was greater than had been expected. 
Its passage in the lower house had 
been expected. The objection to the 
measure by the holy see was based 
on the contention that whereas nego- 
tiations were under way for the revi- 
sion of the concordat of 1851, Spain 
could not in good faith adopt any 
legislation adversely affecting the con- 
gregations until these negotiations had 
been concluded. It was claimed that 
in the meantime the status quo should 
be maintained. 

Canalejas insisted upon a program 
of religious liberty, and mai: ained 
that the matter covered by the “pad- 
lock bill” was not properly a sub- 
ject of diplomatic exchange between 
Madrid and Rome. In this attitude he 
had appeared to have the support of 
King Alfonso. 

Much bitterness was engendered, and 
Canalajas, himself an avowed Catho- 
ic, bore the brunt of the clerical op- 
position. As a consequence of the un- 
changed positions of the government 
and the vatican, the negotiations over 
the concordat were interrupted and the 
returns between Madrid and the holy 
see severely strained. 

The final fight was waged until the 
deputies were pretty well exhausted 
physically. Amendment after amend- 
ment was voted down. At 7 o'clock 
this morning Canalejes intervened, and 
in a strong speech disclaimed any hos- 
tility upon the part of the government 
toward the religious orders. He insist- 
ed, nevertheless, upon the necessity of 
passing the bill in order that the gov- 
ernment might resume negotiations 
with Rome. 

Senor Salaberry, the integralist, re- 
sponding, said the opposition would 
fight to the bitter end, but Vasquez 
Mella y Candido, leader of the Carl- 
ists, finally surrendered, saying that he 
did so out of pity for the stenograph- 
ers, after, however, registering a final 
protest in behalf of the pope, who, he 
said, would be grieved greatly. 

The final vote was then taken at 9:30 
o'clock, after which the chamber ad- 
journed.

Application for Thirty Years’ 
Extension Graz by 
‘Sec ry. 


Upon application of the Southern Ex- 
press Company Secretary of State Phil 
Cook yesterday extended the charter of 
the company for a period of thirty 
years. 

The Southern Express Company is 
originally a Georgia corporation, hav- 
ing been organized and incorporated 
in Richmond county in 1861. Among 
the incorporators were H.° B. Plant, 
Governor Bulloch, H. H. Dempsey, M. 
J. O’Brien and others, 

In 1875 the company was rechar- 
tered by the legislature and in 1886 it 
was chartered again for a period of 
thirty years. The present charter of 
the company does not expire until De- 
cember 21, 1916, so that the company 
now has a period of thirty-six years in 
which to do business in this state be- 
fore another charter is necessary. 

Attorney Robert C. Alston, of Mc- 
Daniel, Alston & Black, who handled 
the application of the company, stated 
Friday that there is no significance at- 
tached to the action of the company in 
securing a new charter so far in ad- 
vance ofthe expiration of its present 
charter, 

“It is one of those we are apt to for- 
get,” said he, “and we thought we had 
as well renew the charter now as at 
any time later, and have that matter 
disposed of.”

Forecasts of the weekly cash move- 
ment indicate a gain by local banks 
of $5,000,000 or more, due primarily to 
the recent inflow of»money from the 
middle west. 

A statement issued by the depart- 
ment of commerce indicates the chang- 
ing character of our foreign commerce 
in the last few months. The increase 
in exports of manufactured articles 
and the decrease in exports of food- 
stuffs are the most noteworthy feat- 
ures of this exhibition. 

News of the day had little or no 
market influence aside from an inter- 
view attributed to J. J. Hi]l, in which 
that magnate takes a less pessimistic 
view of the general situation. The 
backwardness of business in general 
was shown in the figures submitted by 
a leading agency. which show a de- 
cline in bank exchanges of over 15 per 
cent compared with the corresponding 
week last year. 

Bonds were steady. Total sales, par 
value, 1,459,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call during the 
week. 

Christmas enthusiasm bubbled over 
on the stock exchange today and two 
brokers, unable to await the beginning 
of festivities, when the trading ceas- 
ed at 3 o’clock, wheeled a hurdy-gurdy 
on the floor and there cranked a 
strident tune. Business on the exchange 
came to a standstill until the chair- 
man ordered the brokers to take the 
offending machine off the floor.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, December 23.—lIt has been 
an uneventful week measured by the 
swing of fluctuations in the cotton 
market. The upshot is that the bulls 
have about held their ground, despite 
the fact that last Tuesday’s census bu- 
reau’s report on the ginning stated 
that the quantity ginned from Decem- 
ber 1 to 13 was 558,770 bales, or some- 
thing larger. than the trade had been 
led to expect from the figures of the 
National Ginners’ Association. Based 
on the total ginned up to December 13 
of 10,698,482 bales, the crop is eStimat- 
ed by not a few here at anywhere 
from 11,500,000 to 11,750,000 bales, anda 
even Ellison has raised his figures re- 
garding it to a weekly ratio which 
points to 12,020,000 bales for the year. 

Neill insists that it will be 12,500,000 
bales if the cotton can be had. Bulls 
inquire how, in these circumstances, 
anybody can ogically predict anything 
but higher prices. Manchester's trade 
is still brisk. 

Ralli brothers stick to it that the 
East Indian crop will show a falling 
off, whatever the East Indian govern- 
ment may say to the contrary. 

Lancashire’s East Indian trade is 
good. Even an English authority says 
that during the last three months 
there has ben a distinct improvement 
in the English cotton trade and that 
Lancashire spinners are now working 
at a profit. 

Spot markets at the south have been 
firm with a good demand. 

The indications point to a large ex- 
port demand. They are already about 
475.000 bales ahead of those for the 
same time last year. Large spot 
houses have been g00d buyers of 
May and July and spinners have also 
been among the purchasers. If the 
speculation lacks a broad public 
character it is aiso pointed out that 
there is little weak long interest in 
the market. On the other hand, re- 
ceipts continue iarge, the New England 
cotton goods situation is described as 
unfavorable; the Arkwright Club, of 
Boston, threatens New England cur- 
tailment early in 1911 if trade does 
not improve, and the stock here is 
rapidly increasing. Liverpool has lat- 
terly sold, to some extent, and some 
bulls have sold out ip disgust, owing 
to the absence of life and snap in the 
speculation. Some insist, too, that the 
crop has been greatly underestimated. 

As the case stands, bulls are more 
aggressive than the bears. The mar- 
ket in the meantime is really waiting 


for something new to develop. Trade 
demand at home and abroad is sup- 
porting prices in the absence of gen- 
eral public speculation. 


New Vrleans Review. 


New Orleans, December 23.—The cot- 
ton market this week was dull. The 
net change in prices was a decline of 
5 to 6 points. The high prices were 
made on Monday, when the trading 
months were 5 to 6 points over last 
week’s cli e; the low prices were 
reached on Friday, when the market 
was 7 to 9 points under last week’s 
final quotations. The range of prices 
for the entire.week was over only 13 
to 15 points. 

It was a typical holiday week with 
the trade avoiding entering into fresh 
commitments and evening-up old ac- 
counts as much as possible. The one 
big feature of the week was the census 
report on ginning, Tuesday, but this 
fell flat as a bullish feature, simply 
because the trade had been educated 
into expecting too small an amount ot 
cotton returned as ginned between De- 
cember 1 and December 13. 

The census figures on ginning to De- 
cember 13, 10,698,482 bales were used 
during the remainder of the week as a 
basis for fresh crop calculations. The 
average conservative bulls said that 
they pointed to a crop of 11,250,000 
bales, maximum. Less conservative 
bulls claimed that they indicated a 
crop of only about 11,000,000 bales. 
No bearish crop estimates were made 
following the census report. The short 
side of the market contented itselt 
with disputing reports from the inte- 
rior to the effectthatthe crop was 99 
per cent picked and almost as far com- 
pleted in ginning. 

In the spot market prices made an 
advance of 1-16, middling closing at 
14 15-16, against 14% last week and 
15 5-16 this week last vear. Sales on 
the spot amounted to 4,015 bales, 
against 6,115 last week and 3.695.this 
week last year: sales to arrive totaled 
6,200 bales, against 11,045 last week 
and 5,330 this week last year.

Sketch of His Life. 


George James Dallas was born in 
Staunton, Va., in 1833, and sprang from 
that sturdy stock which in times of 
war as well as in times of peace has 
made the name of Virginia famous, 

He received his education in the 
schools of Staunton, Lynchburg and 
Richmond, and at the outbreak of the 
war between the states he answered 
the call to arms in defense of his na- 
tive state. Soon after the war opened 
he was given the rank of gaptain in 
the quartermaster’s department, and 
during the greater part of the war was 
stationed at Macon. 

Following the surrender of Lee at 
Appomattox Captain Dallas moved to 
Atlanta, where he has since made his 
home, and a short while later he mar- 
ried Miss Mattie Gardner, of Sparta. 
Their only child, Mrs. Charles P. Ward, 
is now living in Atlanta at the family 
home, 220 Gordon street. 

After coming to Atlanta Captain Dal- 
las organized the clothing firm. of 

we, Douglass .& Dallas, which did 
busine’s a nymber of years at the 
Emmons place on Whitehall street, and 
later he was associated with the Muse, 
Swift & Dallas Clothing Company, 
which was conducted at the place now 
occupied by George Muse & Co. on 
Whitehall street. 

In 1883 Captain Dallas quit the 
clothing business and began dealing in 
real estate, with an office at 19 South 
Broad street, where he was located a 
mumber of years.
